Approximately 1.400 men were em­ 
ployed in the plant, which compri ed 
between forty and fifty buildings and 
covered eighty acres of ground.

New York. Jan. l l — There is one 
m ighty good reason why argum ents 
in favor of shortening National lea­ 
gue schedules or sta rtin g them later, 
never got serious consideration at 
meetings o ' the older major league. 
Gov. John K. Tenor is the reason 
and Ii is explanations always put a 
quietus on talk of that sort. 
Tenor 
figured it out last sum m er when the 
Boston Braves were having such a 
hard time with at-home dates. 
Early in the spring a ypar ago the 
Braves had good w eather at home and 
so did other National league clubs in 
the east. 
But later it began to rain. 
was cold, and everything seemed to 
conspire against baseball. 
The result 
was that although the Braves were 
in the race right along they had one 
of the poorest years in their history. 
Governor Toner observed that good 
w eather had favored this club early 
and he began to go into records. 
He 
found that just as often as not good 
w eather was on tap for opening dates 
and in fact for the first month of the 
season. 
Then would come bad spells. 
Some times they struck the eastern 
half of the circuit and some times 
they didn't. 
He found, he declared, 
that more games had been lost in 
late season than in the early spring. 
W ith this to work on, it was easy 
to discover that starting the season 
later or cutting it short would actual­ 
ly work a hardship on the clubs in ­ 
stead of giving them a better whack 
at the good w eather stretches. 
John Heydlor. secretary of the lea­ 
gue. added a little Information when 
he said that for several years Novem­ 
ber w eather has been better for base­ 
ball than many summer dates. 
It isn’t always the case that spring 
w eather is most favorable. 
Some 
years show bad days early and per­ 
fect ones in June, but recent years 
have been just the reverse. 
Statis­ 
tics of this kind effectually stopped 
talk of rearranging schedules. 


STEALING 
ELEPHANTS. 


It Would Seem Difficult, Yet It Is rn 
Regular Trade In Siam. 
It would seem 
t Im t un elephant 
would be about the last tiling in the 
world a mail would Lh; able to steal. 
Yet In Siam one must keep a careful 
watch on such elephants as he may 
own, no matter what their size, lest 
they be stolen from him. 
Elephant stealing In Siam has al­ 
ways been more or less prevalent and 
for some time past bus been a source 
of much anxiety to tile officials. 
Beg 
ulatious were drawn up about fifteen 
years ago by tln^ British and Siamese 
authorities with a view to the suppres­ 
sion of this offense. 
Later these were 
supplemented 
by 
additional 
regula­ 
tions. embodying definite rules for the 
purchase und sale of elephants and 
imposing penalties on all persons in 
possession of elephants who are not 
provided with sale papers properly ex­ 
ecuted before tho local authorities. 
Notwithstanding all these precau­ 
tions elephant stealing continues in 
81arn. and In one year alone fifty ele 
phunts were stolen from British for­ 
esters. representing a loss of some 
$45,OOO. 
The Kureu tribesmen are the chief 
offenders; but, though their somewhat 
inaccessible villages are well known 
to the near kwen, or district official, 
in no single instance has the assist­ 
ance rendered by the Siamese officials 
led to the discovery of the elephant 
stolen or of the thief. 
Iii short, r»*. 
covery, when effected, bus been clue 
to the activity and energy of the 
British foresters and the searching 
parties sent out by the British compa­ 
nies who employ the foresters.—Los 
Angeles Times.

BARRISTERS AND BEARDS. 


In 


Spider* and th* Star*. 
Spiders as an ald to astronomy are 
recognized to such au extent that cer­ 
tain species are cultivated solely for 
the fine threads they weave. 
No sub­ 
stitute for the spider’s thread has yet 
been found for bisecting the screw of 
the micrometer used for determining 
the positions and motions of the stars. 
Not only because of the remarkable 
fineness of the thread are they valua­ 
ble, but because of their durable qual­ 
ities. 
The threads of certain spiders 
raised for astronomical purposes with­ 
stand changes In temperature, so that 
often in measuring sun 8|>ots they are 
uninjured when the heat is so great 
that the lenses of the micrometer eye­ 
pieces are cracked. These spider Hues 
ure only one-fifth to one-seventh of a 
thousandth of an inch In diameter, 
compared with which the threads of 
the silkworm are large and clumsy.

Nowhere was there more prejudice 
against beards than at the Inns of 
Court 
centuries 
ago. 
The 
" Black 
Books” of Lincoln’s lim of the six 
teen th century are full of references 
to offenders who were “fyued double 
comens durynge such t.viue as they 
shall have any horde." 
This proving ineffective, a 
whole 
batch of bearded barristers was in 
1554 "bnnysshed from ye Hows*,” aud 
shortly afterward u Judge's order was 
obtained for the compulsory shul lug 
of some of the members. 
The Inner 
temple benchers were not quite so se 
cere, for a tine of 20 shillings w as the 
sole penalty imposed In 1555 for “ wear­ 
in g bear des of more than t h rec weekea 
grow the." 
The war against bearded barristers 
continued at the Inns of Court until the 
»«>cnteenth century. 
I*>ng ufter this, 
however, the prejudice against the un­ 
shaved barrister remained. 
The late 
Vice Chancellor Bacon canted his dis­ 
like so far ttiat he always refused to 
listen to bearded or mustariusi coun­ 
sel, pretending that he could not hear 
them. 
Even now, although there are 
plenty of bearded barristers and K. C s . 
few have attained eminence. 
The most brilliant exception was per 
haps the late Judah Philip Benjamin,

Why do not passenger automobile* 
use tile four wheel drive? 
The purpose of the four wheel drive 
is to secure traction a t both the front 
and rear ends of the car. 
Naturally 
It Is going to call for somewhat more 
complicated mechanism than the two 
wheel drive, where traction is only 
secured at the rear. 
Since in the pas­ 
senger automobile it is desired to keep 
the vehicle as light as possible, the 
four wheel drive would hardly be 
used, while for heavy trucking work, 
especially in difficult country, It might 
lie very desirable. 


Can you tall me lf raising the cylin­ 
der* on a car to atop excessive spark 
knocking would cut down th* actual 
horsepower of a motor? 
Raising the cylinders would decrease 
the compression pressure, as yon would 
Increase the combustion space. 
This 
would, of course, cut down the power 
of tile engine. 


Is it possibla to maintain prastu rs in 
a rear fual tank when the ta nk cap is 
misting ? 
In cases of this sort take an old 
Inner tube, cut out a piece about eight 
or ten Inches long, tie one end tightly 
so us to be air tight, then Insert tho 
tied end Into the tank. 
Next remove 
the valve collection from the pump, In­ 
sert the hose in the open end of the 
tube and pump until the tube complete­ 
ly fills the hole iii the tank; then tie 
the outer end securely. 
Tills contriv­ 
ance will hold several pounds’ pres­ 
sure iii tile Yank and will last for some 
time. 


I have trouble in changing from first 
to second gear. 
At times it will charge 
perfectly, and the next time the gears 
will grate. The gears shift easily while 
the car is not in motion. 
What is the 
trouble? 
Your trouble Is probably due to dirty 
oil In the motor. The motor and d utch 
case are lubricated by tho same oil, 
and when It has been used a long 
while It becomes sticky and Interferes 
with the free action of the clutch. 
Drain the old oil out, rinse the system 
thoroughly with kerosene, crank the 
motor several times with the spark off, 
and then put in fresh oil. 
You should 
have no further trouble unless the 
grease in the gear box is too heavy or 
the Imix is t«M> full. 
You should list* a 
very light uonfittid oil or a heavy cylin­ 
der oil in the gear Ik»x. 


On* of th* rear cylinders of my car is 
weak, letting the compression back into 
the crank case. 
The valves, etc., are 
tight. 
What would cause this? 
Either the piston rings are broken 
and otherwise not performing their 
pr<»iH»r function or the cylinder is cut. 
It is also possible th a t a sand hole In 
the piston casting Is causing tin* trou­ 
ble. 
To determine the trouble It will 
bo necessary to remove the cylinder 
for Inspection. 


Can you suggest a frosting compound 
for automobile headlights—something 
which I can apply myself and which 
will slightly dim the lights? 
Five cents’ worth of epsom salts dis­ 
solved In ii teacup full of w ater pro- 
idcs the most efficient headlight dim­ 
mer for automobiles so far proposed. 
Hie solution is used on the inside of 
he headlight glass, where It is allow­ 
'd to evaporate. The result is a beau­ 
tifully frosted lens, the frosting on 
which lasts for several months.

What do you suggest putting on a 
copper cylinder head gasket to prevent 
it from leaking? 
Heavy steam engine oil, thin white 
lead or shellac arc the three substances 
best suited for a setting for copper 
cylinder head gaskets and are to be 
recommended In the order given. The 
oil and white lend, although prevent­ 
ing leakage, do not stick the gasket to 
the head so that it will be Injured in 
removing. 


I would bk# to know th* difference 
between advance and retard on a high 
tension magneto, if it has anything to 
do with the magneto when one advances 
the spark or retards it. 
A friend says 
"hat when the spark is advanced it 
makes the magneto stronger. I say that 
the magneto is the same with the spark 
either retarded or advanced. 
Which of 
us is corract? 
Advancing and retarding spark on 
the magneto simply makes the breaks 
on the primary circuit by means of 
the circuit breaker sooner or later, as 
required. 
The maximum voltage is 
obtained when the arm ature breaks 
away from the pole. When a motor Is 
traveling a t high speed it is necessary 
to anticipate the break slightly Iii or­ 
der to obtain the best results 
If the primary circuit is not broken 
until tile arm ature has left the pole u 
weak spark results. 
Since there is 
more or less lag, it is necessary to 
have an advanced action to the circuit 
breaker in order that flu; maximum 
spjirk efflcleticy may be obtained at 
the minimum voltage jxffnt or a t the 
time when tho arm ature breaks away 
from tin* pole. 
Especially is this de­ 
sirable when a motor Is traveling ut 
high speed. 


In starting a car is it bast to speed up 
the motor before letting in th* clutch 
or open the throttle as th* clutch is 
let in? 
It Is most advisable to often the 
throttle as the clutch is l>elng engaged. 
Judgment m ust be used to accelerate 
the* m otor.sufficiently In order to take 
care of the load when the clutch Is en­ 
gage!!, otherwise tin* motor will stall. 
lf tin* motor Is accelerated first and 
Mien the clutch engaged the tendency 
will be to start the car with u Jerk. 


Will 
running 
with 
retarded 
spark 
make th* water boil in the radiator of 
car? 
Operating a motot 
with retarded 
spark will cause overheating by retard­ 
ing and prolonging the combustion of 
the charge throughout the flower or ex- 
anslon stroke. Thus the cylinder walls 
are exfmsed to the net ion of the burn­ 
ing gases during the whole of the 
stroke Instead of only during the time 
In* piston is in the region of upper 
lead center, as Is the case when the 
spark Is properly set. If the spark Is 
advanced to th® ]>olnt of most efficient 
Iteration the spark will occur some­ 
time before dead center and maximum 
pressure will I at reached and the com­ 
bustion nearly completed Just after 
dead center has been passed. During 
this time, since the piston is near the 
top of tile stroke, the amount of sur­ 
face exposed to the exhaust gases is a 
minimum and, furthermore, at this 
point In the stroke the compression is 
at Its height, and combustion takes 
place with greatest rapidity. Contrast 
these conditions with what hapfSpns 
when the spark is greatly retarded. 
Let us assume that ignition occurs 
when the piston has half completed its 
stroke. At this point the compression 
is lower and combustion is therefore 
slower and will probably not he com­ 
pleted until after the exhaust opens. 
The hot gases are In contact with near­ 
ly the whole of the cylinder wall sur­ 
face for practically one-half revolution. 
But this is not all. When the spark 
is retarded, as in the instance just 
mentioned, the motor docs not develop 
full flower, therefore for a given load 
on the motor the throttle must be 
opened wider, and more gasoline and 
air must lie supplied. T he extra heat 
generated by the combustion of the 
increased amount of fuel thus adds Its 
share to the already overheated motor.

Please explain torqus, torsion tub* 
and toraion rod. 
Torque is that which produces or 
tends to produce rotation or torsion. 
Torsion is the act of twisting a laxly 
by exertion of a lateral force tending 
to turn one end or part of It nlxmt a 
longitudinal axis, while the other end 
held fast. 
This force Is created In 
the transmission system by the appu­ 
lsion of brakes or of motor power. 
intl to counteract it the rear axle-must 
be fastened In some way to the frame 
>f the car. 
A torque tube is a housing for the 
lrlve shaft, which Is supported one 
end rigidly to the axle and the other 
ml to the frame In such a manner 
that the torsional force of the roaruxle 
is checked—that Is, tile tendency of 
the roar axle to rotate in the direction 
>f wheel rotation Is done away with. 
Torsion n ils art* steel bars or shafts 
extending Tram the rear axle, gener­ 
ally at points directly inside of the 
wheel hubs and reaching to u single 
point on the Cram® on the center cress 
member or to the side bars of the 
frame. 


Will you please tell me why all four 
f l i n d e r angina crank shafts aro mad* 
to that when Not. I and 4 piston* ara on 
the up stroke No*. 2 and 3 piston* ar* 
un the down stroker Would it not give 
x better center balance to th* crank

I know that 
No. 1 and No. 2 pistons balance on* a n ­ 
other, so do 3 and 4, but Nos. 1 and 2 
do not balance Nos. 3 and 4 on th* can­ 
ter bearing, causing the crank shaft to 
whip at the center bearing. 
I have no 
doubt but that th* engineer* have good 
reason for making th* crank shaft th* 
way they do, but I would like vary 
much to know what th* reason is. 
The reason for It Is exactly as you 
describe. 
It Is undoubtedly the best 
design to give balance. 
If No. 4 w ire 
on the down stroke with No. I on the 
up stroke the motor would be out of 
balance from end to end. and this is 
eom|K*nsatod by having the outside 
and 
inside 
pistons 
work 
together. 
Whip is taken care of by proper crank 
shaft balancing or by use of a center 
bearing. 


THE SPEED OF SHIPS. 


Influence of th* Depth of Wator and 
the “Wave of Translation." 
On 
first thought the sea’s depth 
seems of little importance lf the ship 
finds depth enough to give her nu easy- 
draft. 
lf she cun run freo apparently 
it makes little difference whether she 
has six feet or OHO feet between her 
keel und the bottom. 
Such an infer­ 
ence Is, however, erroneous, for the 
depth exercises an Important influence. 
The British cruisers Blake and Blen­ 
heim wen* expected to run twenty-oue 
knots, but actually ran two knots less 
in shallow water. They ran again un­ 
der the saint* power, but the depth 
wus between 135 aud U$5 feet, ami 
their si teed was twenty-two knots, one 
knot in excess of the maximum cal­ 
culation. 
The difference in apeed Is attributed 
to the influence of the "wave of trans­ 
lation" displaced by tile ship us she 
moves forward, which nets us u brake 
The nearer the ship’s keel to the bot­ 
tom the stronger the friction. 
A ship 
drawing twenty-seven feet of w ater— 
say a ship of 12,000 tonnage—feels 
that friction over a depth of 250 feet- 
According to some calculations, the 
dragging Influence ceases to be felt 
ut a depth equal to ten and one-half 
times the draft if the ship stands high 
out of the water. 
\ curious feature of the m atter is 
that the speed of the ship is as impor­ 
tant an element as the depth of the 
w ater—that Is to say, the influence of 
the depth on the ship's speed is more 
or less powerful In proportion as the 
speed Is great. 
A ship increases her 
speed more readily over deep water: 
but, on the other hand, the faster a 
ship runs the more depth of w ater she 
requires 
to 
prevent 
the 
hindrance 
caused by the drugging Influence of 
the friction which is always felt when 
the ship's keel "senses" bottom. 
Running ten knots an hour, a ship 
must have between twenty-six and 
twenty-seven feet of depth or she is 
dragged 
from 
below-. 
lf 
running 
twenty knot* she needs a depth of IIH 
to 105 feet, aud when running thirty 
knots she feels the drag over a depth 
of nearly 324 fe e t—Exchange.
